Candle Said to Have Been the Cause 
of the Disaster—Mourners at Mouth 
of Mine. 


Newcastle, Colo, Doc. 17, — Thirty- 
eight mon, all Americana and a ina- 
|>rity of thorn high of weal!by ranch­ 
men, lost their lives in an explosion in 
the Vulcan mine, a mile and a half 
from 
here. 
The victims were the 
flower of the cattle country. 
They 
had goii*' into the mine as laborers. 
When the great strike in the south 
em Colorado Held was called about 
two months ago, these youug men 
volunteer* d to work as day laborers 
that tho people of the state might not 
suffer for lack of fuel. 
The Vulcan mine, now owned by the 
Rocky Mountain Fuel company, has 
always been known to be gaseous and 
dangerous. The victim of the tragedy 
were well aware of this fact. 
The 
flame of a miner’s candle Is said to 
have caused the explosion. 
Hundreds of persons - 
orphaned 
children and widowed mothers among 
them—are at the mouth of the pit 
watching the rescuers bring out the 
bodies. 
Blackdamp, the volatile death bear­ 
ing dust that is the terror of all coal 
miners the world over, was the cause 
of the disaster. 
Of the 40 men com­ 
posing 
the day shift at work, only 
iw’o. VV. J. Finley and John Dawson, 
•scaped* 
AII victims were at work in the 
lower level, every nook and cranny of 
which was penetrated by the single, 
all-enveloping crash of one explosion. 
The two survivors worked aliout in 
the upper level, in which an air pas­ 
sage prevented the collecting of the 
deadly dust particles. 
Th** work of taking out th*' bodies 
soon began. 
The men were horribly 
mangled and difficulty was had Identi­ 
fying them, but they wen- gradually 
cheeked off from the timecard. 
This is the second great disaster In 
the Vulcan mine. 
Sixty men were 
killed there on Feb. 18, 19<>6. The ex­ 
plosion at that time wan similar to 
the latest one.
